.Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, filed 9/10/04, with respect to the 
rejection of at least independent Claims 1, 8, 19, 25, 32, 43, have 
been fully considered and are persuasive, as is noted in further 
detail below. The rejection of these independent claims, as well as 
the further rejections of the dependent claims, has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-46 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

The arguments presented by the applicant, at least in regards to 
the combination of the references of Reudink and Edler, are 
persuasive. Reudink discloses the transmission of two parts of an 
original signal, wherein the reception of one part enables a value for 
the other, non- received part to be predicted, but the encoding scheme 
and type of signal being transmitted in the teachings of Reudink does 
not provide a basis for substitution of the encoding scheme of Edler 
that would have been obvious and desirable to one of ordinary skill in 
the art, particularly in regards to the a first component and 
prediction coefficient encoding, as is recited in the claims, in 
comparison with the number pair encoding of Reudink. As such, at 
least the two representations involving the first, second, third, and 
fourth information, as particularly recited by the applicant in each 
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of the independent claims, has not been found by the examiner to be 
recited in a single reference of the prior art of record, nor made 
obvious by any combination of said prior art, when considered in 
combination with each and every other limitations recited in each of 
the independent claims . As each dependent claim relies on at least 
one of these independent claims, each dependent claim is considered 
allowable for at least the same reason as corresponding independent 
claim.
